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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a copolyester resin comprising the 
recited amounts of an oxycarboxylic acid unit having 5 or less carbons, in combination with the 
recited amounts of aromatic dicarboyxlic acid units and aliphatic diol units having 4 or less 
carbons, wherein the resin has a density (p) > 1349 + (Mx 0.85), (claim 1); or laminated molded 
articles comprising a layer of the recited copolyester resin and a crystalline polyester layer (claim 
4). EUROPEAN PATENT APPLICATION 0 182 378 and JP 61-268753 and JP 07-215358 and 
JP 2003-136657 or JP 10-138371 or BRINK ET AL (US 5,780,575) or CHIMURA ET AL (US 
3,929,728) fail to disclose resins with the recited relationship between density and content of 
oxycarboyxlic acid unit; JAPANESE PATENT 63-40444 B2 fails to disclose the use of 
oxycarboxylic acid units having 5 or less carbons; JP 61-189226 fail to disclose copolyester 
resins which satisfy the recited relationship between density and content of oxycarboyxlic acid 
unit.
